The Comets are playing their third 
season in the Eastern Hockey League, 
the sixth league of which they have 
been a member since the club was 
organized 29 yeears ago. 


The Eastern Hockey League was 
organized in December 1933 as an 
outgrowth of the year-old Tri-State 
Hockey League. Atlantic City Sea 
Gulls, Baltimore Orioles and Hershey 
Bears were the three teams in the 
Tri-State loop. 


When the group became the East- 
ern League, the three original teams 
were joined by the Bronx Tigers, 
Crescent-Hamilton Club, St. Nick's 
and the New York Athletic Club, all 
of New York City. 


Many changes have taken place in 
the member teams of the Eastern 
League during its 23 year history.

THIS IS HOCKEY! 


Hockey is played by two teams of 
six men each. Their positions are: cen- 
ter, right wing, left wing, right de- 
fense, left defense and goalkeeper. 

A regulation game consists of three 
20 minute periods of actual playing 
time and an intermission of approxi- 
mately 10 minutes between periods. 
Should the score be tied at the close of 
regulation time, an overtime period is 
played until one team scores, but not 
longer than 10 minutes. At the start of 
the game, the home club shall defend 
the goal nearest its bench. Goals are 
changed for each period. 

A. substitute may enter the game at 
any time, but the player he is replac- 
ing must be at the players bench before 
the change is made. 

A. goal is scored when the puck 
passes between the goal posts and en- 
tirely across the red line between the 
posts. If the puck is kicked or thrown 
into the goal by an attacking player, 
the goal is not allowed. 

Goals are signaled by a red light 
above the screen behind each goal. 

At the beginning of each period and 
after each score play is started at cen- 
ter ice by а face-off between the oppos- 
ing centers. Play is continued until 
halted by the referees whistle. 

PLAYING THE GAME 


The puck may be passed between one 
player and another within any one of 
the three zones into which the ice is 
divided, 

The puck may be passed from a 
team’s defending zone across the first 
blue line up to the center red line. 
Neither the puck nor the player receiv- 
ing it may be across the red line. 

Players of an attacking team must 
not precede the puck into the attack- 
ing zone. 

If a player receives an illegal pass, 
he is said to be off-side and the penalty 
for this is a face-off. 


If a puck passed to a player who has 
preceded it into the attacking zone is 
intercepted by a player of the opposing 
team, the referee or linesman will de- 
lay his whistle and refrain from blow- 
ing it altogether if the puck is immedi- 
ately brought out of the zone by the 
defending player. 


The referee or linesman signals a 
delayed whistle by raising his arm. 

If any player shoots the puck from 
his own half of the ice beyond the goal 
line of the oppsosing team, it is called 


ICING, and when a player of the oppos- 
ing team, except the goalie, touches 
the puck, play is stopped and the pen- 
alty is a face-off near the offender’s 
goal. 

Icing is allowed if the team of the 
player doing the icing has less men on 
the ice than the opposing team due to a 
penalty. 

TIME PENALTIES 

In addition to the above face-off pen- 
alties, there are six classes of time pen- 
alties. 

Minor: Two minutes for any player 
except a goalie; no substitute allowed. 

Major: Five minutes for any player, 
except a goalie; no substitute allowed. 

Misconduct: Ten minutes for any 
player, except a goalie; substitute al- 
lowed. 

Game misconduct: Balance of game 
for any player; substitute allowed. 

Match: Balance of game for any 
player; substitute alowed after five 
minutes or after 10 minutes, depend- 
ing on the infraction. 

Penalty Shot: If a player is fouled 
when he has a clear shot at the goal, a 
penalty shot is awarded the attacking 
team. (The time penalty is not served 
if the penalty shot is successful.) 


ILLEGAL PLAY 


Board Checking: A minor or major 
penalty shall be imposed on a player 
who body checks his opponent so that 
he is thrown violenty into the side 
boards. (A player may be checked or 
squeezed into the boards as long as it 
isn’t done violently.) 


Charging: A minor or major penalty 
shall be imposed on a player who 
charges an opponent.

It will add to your enjoyment of 
the hockey game if you watch the 
puck. Neglect of this suggestion may 
result in serious injury whenever the 
puck leaves the ice. 


CHECK THAT IMPULSE TO LIT- 
TER ICE --- It might result in ser- 
ious injury to players or officials. 
Fans have а right to register dis- 
satisfaction with decisions of offic- 
ials, but when they take to throwing 
things on the ice, they are doing a 
diservice to the hockey players. So 
remember -- Check That Impulse -- 
it will result in better hockey for 
all concerned. Т

Broken Stick: A minor penalty shall 
be imposed on a player who engages in 
play with a broken stick, but he may 
drop it and play without a stick. 


Hooking: A minor penalty shall be 
imposed on a player who hooks his op- 
ponent with his stick. 


Cross-checking: A minor or major 
penalty shall be imposed on a player 
who cross-checks, butt-ends or spears 
an opponent. 


Elbowing or Kneeing: A minor or 
major penalty shall be imposed on a 
player who elbows or knees an oppo- 
nent. 


Slashing: A minor penalty shall be 
imposed on any player who impedes or 
seeks to impede the progress of an op- 
ponent by slashing with his stick. 
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Falling On Puck: A minor penalty 
shall be imposed on a player, other 
than the goal keeper, who deliberately 
falls on or gathers a puck into his body. 


Handling the Puck: A minor penalty 
shall be imposed on a player, other 
than the goalkeeper, who closes his 
hand on the puck. 


High Sticking: A minor penalty may 
be imposed at the discretion of the ref- 
eree on a player for carrying his stick 
above the shoulder. 


Holding: A minor penalty shall be 
imposed on a player who holds an op- 
ponent. 


Interference: A minor penalty shall 
be imposed on any player who inter- 
feres with an opponent who is not in 
possession of the puck. 


Tripping: A minor penalty shall be 
imposed on any player who shall place 
his stick, knee, foot, arm, hand or el- 
bow in such a manner that it shall 
cause his opponent to trip or fall. 
(Tripping calls for a penalty whether 
intentional or not.) 


NOTE: In case of an injury, play 
is not stopped until the injured pay- 
er’s team has possession of the puck.

NEW ARENA FLOOR 


Latest major improvement to the 
Arena is the terrazzo floor installed 
last spring, making the building 
available for use during the entire 
year, rather than just in the winter. 

Summer activities included dances, 
roller skating and shows, conducted 
from May 23 through September 29.
